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The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  district  shew  an  appreciable  increase 
in  the  birth  rate  and  a smaller  decrease  in  the  death  rats*  As  in  the 
preceding  year  the  birth  rate  has  been  enhanced  by  the  large  number  of 
births  from  out-lying  districts  conducted  in  a local  private  nursing  horn 
The  principal  cause  of  death  was  cardio- vascular  disease,  one  third  of 
the  deaths  being  attributable  to  this  cause  alone. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  low  and  all  the 
oases  were  confined  to  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  Further , all  th 
cases  notified  were  measles,  with  one  exception,  e i single  caso.  of 
scarlet  fever.  For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  the  district  has 
remained  free  from  diphtheria  a notable  tribute  to  the  efficiency  of 
immunisation  a tains t the  disease.
